Netaji' s last escape from Singapore was by a submarine 
and not by plane.

As desired 1 am submitting this report to you for perusal. 

Before submitting the full report regarding the mysterious 
departure of Netaj i Subhas Chanclta Bose, I would like to submit, as 
per para - 2 of the report of the Dy. Ins ector General of Police, 1,3,, 
West Bengal regarding my career prior to joining in the Calcutta Police, 
that I joined His majesty's Armed Forces as V.C.O, and the next details 
regarding ray postings etc, could be had from my Military Discharge 
Certificate which is lying in C.P.D., Finance Branch file no. AUD/1063~ 
63, 

Now regarding the departure of Hetaji Subhas Chandra Bose, 1 would 
like to submit the following for your perusal, 

I was sent to -sent to Singapore and was at tached with 221 Vehicle 
Company (R.a.O.G.) where 1 was placed in charge of the Jurong 
Internment Camp, There 1 had to look after the work of a number of 
Japanese War Prisoners. The attendant of Lietaji Subhas Chandra Bose was 
also interned in the same camp, who was a Chief Petty Officer of the 
Japanese Navy and a driver of "Chandra Bose" as they used to call him 
in 'Scnam 1 i.e, Singapore, 

One day while I was working in the Camp, this driver cum attendant 
told me the very interest. ng story about Netaj is departure from 
Singapore by a Japanese Submarine and he himself helped Hetaji and 
another High ranking Japanese Military Officer by driving them along . 
Bukitimah Road to the Submarine Base, He also told me that he was asked 
by Chandra Bose to wait there for half an hour by which time they were 
expected to come back, otherwise he was advised to go back if they 
would not come back by that time, ilone of them came back, as such the 
attendant returned. Since then lietaji remained untraced. The attendant 
further stated that he 'as given two Swords by Hetaji and the Military 
Officer in his car which were later landed over to me for taking back 
to India since he came to know that 1 was a resident of Calcutta, the 
place of Hetaji.
